The company concerned is the Aerotal1 &fea arpentines--teav Its present, 
activities comprise the building and reconstru@AS ag aircraft including , 
work under contracts for the Argentine “Spvernmenty: It has facilities for the 
complete manufacture of aeroplanes including airscrews and instruments andt is 


now embarking on the manufacture of aero-eligines. 


The company possesses or can acquire manufacturing rights for the 
following types of aircraft and equipment: 

1. All models of the Consolidated Aircraft Corp. of U.S.A. 

2. The Fighter-plane of the Military Aircraft Corp. of New York. 

5. "Fleet" - Fighters and light Bombers. 

4, Lockheed Fighters and light Bombers. 

Se Possibly also Bendix Fighters and light Bombers. 

6 Curtiss Engines. 

7» Bombrakes, Gun Turrets, Navigation Instruments including

The latter was visiting this country with friends at the end of the year 
for a stay of about two months, and wished KATZ to meet him and return 
to Argentine with him at the end of his visit. KATZ appeared to be an 
honest man and application seemed to be genuine. Stated he had no 
business interest in U.K.

St, soon ome po nbcal newspapers, Owing toc its 
political tendencies, however, the "Argentinisches Tageblatt", of 
which he states he is the German correspondent, has been forbidden 
in Germany since April 1933. 

poor Rudolf KATZ's nephew, who accompanied his uncle 
to Paris in March last, according to the information received from 
France, is not known to the Berlin Police to have been politically 
active, nor can any connexion be traced between him and Otto KATZ 
or MUNZENBERG. 

Rudolf KATZ is the owner of the’ Chevrolet ear bearing the 
number IA 69188, in which he is stated to have crossed the Franco- 


German frontier on 22.3.33.
